On the strength of one picture — "The Ipcress File" — 


Michael Caine has become a star. And there are several 
people who are delighted by this development. One is Mi- 
chael Caine. The others are all haberdashers. 


Most actors, when they first become stars—a class which 


should be known as nouveau etoile—profess that they enjoy 
starship because of the better parts they get. But the money 
they are making? Immaterial. 


Not Michael Caine. Oh, he likes the better parts fine, but 


he admits that he's overjoyed at making the large loot. 


"I love money," he says. "I love the security money gives 


you. 
I have to pay tremendous taxes, of course, but I still 


wind up with more money than I ever had before, and it's 
wonderful." 


MICHAEL CAINE IS A POOR BOY who's made it. London- 


born, his father was a porter in the Billingsgate fish market. 
Ffis mother was what he calls an "office cleaner." 


Perhaps because of that background, most of Caine's beau- 


tiful new money is going for security, so he'll never be poor 
again. He's invested heavily. But, he admits to a few "silly, 
stupid extravagances." 


"When I was poor," he says, "I always had to try and make 


my shirts, my underwear, my socks, do for one more day. 
Now I change them all twice a day. And, as soon as anything 
shows the slightest sign of wear, out It goes." 


He thinks he has "somewhere around 100" of all those 


things—shirts, underwear, socks. 


Another of his extravagances is books. Before the lovely 


lightning struck, he used the public library extensively 
Now he buys any book that attracts him. 


ASIDE FROM THESE SURFACE SIGNS of success, Michael 


Caine thinks he's the same man he was before "The Ipcress 
File." And he's somewhat amused at all this talk of him 
being an overnight success. 


"For \'J. yonrs," he says, "I was a highly unsuccessful actor 


in LOD don " 


And now this. He's here in Hollywood, playing the lead 


opposite Shirley MacLaine in "Gambit." This time, he,doesn't 
wear the eyeglasses which were the trademark of Harry Pal- 
mer, 
the character he played in "Ipcress." 


Caine needs eyeglasses in real life. But he will never again 


wear them in a picture, except when he plays Harry Palmer, 
and lie i.s Committed to do four more films as that character. 


HK IS ENJOYING LIFE in Hollywood, and he is grist for 


the gossip columnists' mill. This doesn't bother him at all. 


"I go (mt every night," he says. "Why shouldn't I? I'm 


living in nit apartment, and I'm living alone. I don't want to 
stay home af night, so I go out." 


The only ihing that troubles him, at the moment, is an 


overactive imagination. Ordinarily, that shouldn't be too 
great a handicap, but it has created one distinct disadvantage 
in and around Hollywood.

It said Ihe anmials, named Vet- 
erok -- lirce/e — and t'gnlyok 


L i t t l e Coal-Nut — were orbil- 


ing the earth every 9fi minutes 


Jti seconds. 


The Soviet News agency Tass 


said the farthest point of their 
orbit is more t h a n 500 miles 
from the earth. 


This is the noint where radia- 


tion may be dangerous to living 
organisms. They may be trying 
out protective garb for deep 
space travel. 


Western scientists believe that 


if their journey is successful it 
will be followed by a new .Soviet 
space spectacular. 


It could be an attempt to put 


a satellite, probably 
carrying 


more dogs, around the moon. Or 
it could be a try at landing dogs 
on the moon to test condilins 
for sending humans there. 


More ukely, these scientists 


believe, would be an attempt to 
orbit a large space laboratory 
round the earth. 


If is known that Soviet cosmo-

shaky because of remaining dif- 
ferences. 


Out of a round of White House 


and senatorial activity Tuesday 
there emerged Kennedy's stated 
belief at a hews conference that 
there are 
no differences 
be- 


tween his and President John- 
son's views on these issues: 


—He does not advoeate but 


does not believe the door should 
be shut to the admission ol 
Communists to an interim gov- 
ernment — even before elec 
tions are held — if peace negoti- 
ators feel this is necessary. 


—If elections arc held, the 


United States should abide by 
the outcome, even if it puts 
Communists into a permanent 
government. 


Kennedy, a New York Demo- 


crat, said he had discussed his 
stand with White House press 
secretary Bill D. Moycrs and 
they agreed there were no fun- 
damental differences in the po- 
sition of the senator and the 
President.
